this Realm ag a day of Faſting and Dumiliation, inſtead of the Firſt Wedneſdap of that 
Moneth. And fo2 the time to come, the Firſt Wedneſday in every Moneth ſhall be ſo kept as 
was appointed by the ſaid fozmer Pꝛotlamation; Ercept the ſame falls out to be on ſome dap 
appointed to be kept Holy, and in that caſe it ſhall be kept the Wedneſdap following, as is 
herebydirected. And His Bajelty doth hereby again tall upon the Reſpectibe Pzeachers on 
the ſaid Faſt-days, that they do Earneſtly E rhozt the People, in the ſeberal Churthes, to a 
Free and Chearful Contribution, towards the Relief of their Chriſtian B2ethzen , whom it 
hath pleaſed God to viſit with Sickneſs; And that the Boneys ſo gathered be diſpoled acrozh- 
ing as His Majeſty hath directed by His ſaid Fozmer Pꝛoclamation. 
Given at the Court at Oxford the Twenty Sixth day of September, in-the Seventeenth 


year of his Majeſties Reign. 1665.
